road, in close jiroxirnity to a street 
light, where preparations were made 
for the mill. 
^‘It was decided 
that 
the fight 
should be with six-ounce gloves, to 
a finish— or, rather, 
until 
one or 
the other did not 
c a ’ e to iiroceed 
further, no matter whether knockcil 
out or not. 
“ When time was called the men 
went at it 
like

Scally was the favorite, and for the 
first round it looked 
as 
if 
had a 
dead sure cinch on winning.

were about even, but in the third 
round Dugan dealt Scally a power-

at an early hour Sunday morning: 
“ I thought it was impossible for 
Scally 
to 
lose, but 
my judgment 
was bad and I am out a few dollars 
as a result.” 


A physician 
of 
the 
city .was a 
self-invited spectator and remained 
until the coviclusion 
of 
the 
mill. 
He was 
driving 
along Graiul ave­ 
nue, returning from a professional 
call, when he was attracted by the 
crowd and 
drove 
up to 
see what 
was going on. 
The fight had just 
commenced, so he 
remained until 
it was over, and does 
not hesitate 
to say that, according to his belief, 
Scally could easily have won if he 
hadn’t been “ short on sand.”

The measure for increasing the 
volume of money in circulation pro­ 
posed by Hon. Tom L. Johnson, of 
Ohio, 
has attracted 
atlenliun all 
over the country. 
Here it is: 


Be it enacted by the senate and house of rep­ 
resentatives of the United States of A m er­ 
ica, in congress assembled: 
That any holders of bonds of the 
llnited States may, after the pas­ 
sage- of 
this 
act, 
deposite such 
bonds at the treasury of the United 
States, or at the office of any as­ 
sistant 
treasurer 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
and receive therefor their 
face value in treasury notes of the 
United States, 
as described in the 
act of July 14, 1890. 
Such bonds 
shall be held as a special deposit to 
the credit of the party depositing 
them, and during the time they are 
so held shall draw no inteiest, 
and 
shall be returned on the order of 
the party depositing them on the 
payment of their face value in Unit­ 
ed States currency. 
S e c. 
2. The secretary 
of the 
treasury shall make such regulations 
as may he necessary 
to save the 
government the [ layment of interest 
on such bonds dining the time they 
are held as special deposit, 
and he 
is hereby authorized to issue treas­ 
ury notes to the amount needed and 
to provide for the cancellation of 
an e(|ual amount of such notes on 
the 
leturn of said bonds to their 
owners, and a sum suflicient to car­ 
ry into effect the provisions of this 
act is hereby appropriated out of 
any 
money 
in 
the 
treasury not 
otherwise approjiriated. 
S e c . 3 All acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent -with the p rovision s 
of 
this act are h e reb y repealed. 
In 
support 
of 
the 
measusc, 
which he [ iroposcs to introduce at 
the first opportunity, Mr. Johnson 
says, in a 
communication 
to 
the 
Cleveland, Ohio, Chamber of C o m ­ 
merce: 
“ Whatever be the primary cause 
of 
the 
financial 
difficulties 
now 
paralyzing 
business 
and stopping 
industry, it is clear that their first 
appearance was 
largely due to the 
impairment of confidence through 
fear of an impending change in the 
measure of values. 
But 
the main 
and pressing 
difficulty now is, the 
scarcity of the medium of exchange. 
While the shrinkage of credits has 
increased the need 
for 
money, its 
available volume has been greatly 
lessened by the strengthening of re­ 
serves by banks and savings institu­ 
tions, and by the hoarding of indi­ 
viduals under fear of, or the desire 
to 
bring 
about, 
a 
still 
greater 
scarcity. 
The repeal 
of the Sherman act, 
which 
I 
confidently 
anticipate, 
while it 
will 
allay fears 
of 
any 
change in the 
measure of 
values, 
will do nothing directly to increase 
the medium of exchange. 
On the 
contrary, by stopping 
the issue of 
treasury 
notes 
for 
silver, it 
will 
lessen the supply. The only measure 
looking to relief 
of 
the 
need for 
money, yet proposed with any ho|)e 
of 
the 
necessary consent, is that 
of permitting the national banks to 
extend their issue to a face value of 
their deposited bonds. 
But this, 
while certain to arouse disimte and 
conseciuently cause delay, would in­ 
crease 
the 
currency 
only 
some 
$i 7,000,000. 
This bill I send you, allowing all 
holders of United 
States bonds to 
turn 
them 
into 
money, for such 
time 
as 
they may 
be willing 
to 
forego 
interest, 
offers 
a simple, 
safe, 
immediate 
and 
sufficient 
remedy 
for the 
abnormal scarcity 
of 
money. 
Beyond 
the 
bonds deposited to secure the n a­ 
tional bank circulation, there are in 
existence $400,000,000 government 
bonds, largely held by financial in­ 
stitutions. 
For 
instance, 
“ The 
Society for Savings” of our own 
city, the largest and strongest finan­ 
cial institution in Ohio, holds to­ 
day 
$2,000,000 
of 
these 
bonds. 
Vet 
though undoubted 
security, 
the bonds cannot at present be con­ 
verted into money with which 
to 
meet any demand of its depositors, 
without loss to the society and in­ 
crease in the general financial pres­ 
sure. 
It could only sell them at 
present at a great sacrifice of their 
normal value anti coultl only borrow 
on them at a rate much exceeding 
what they 
yield. 
Either 
course 
would increase the general demand 


I for money while actually decreasing 
the general supply, for the fact that 
such a bank was sacrificing its se­ 
curities to get money would increase 
the feeling of panic, which grows by 
what it feeds on. 
Now, this is precisely the situa­ 
tion of similar institutions not only 
throughout our city and state, 
but 
over the whole union. 
So much is 


human action governed by imagina­ 
tion, so strong is the impulse to do 
whatever w’e see our neighbors do- 
ing, 
or even think that they are 
about to do, that it is entirely pos­ 
sible, with an abundance of money 
in the country to meet all usual de­ 
mands, for financial stringency to 
grow to a point that would reduce 
us almost to a state of barter, all 
but stop production and beggar all 
but the very rich. 
The possibility of at once 
con­ 
verting United States bonds 
into 
money would entirely do away with 
such danger and at once end the 
financial 
stringency. 
It is not so 
much the auiouiit 
t! at 
would be 
converted that would tell, 
but the 
amount that could be converted, if 
there was need. 
The government would run 
no 
risk. 
It 
would 
merely exchange 
interest 
bearing 
obligations 
into 
non-interest 
bearing 
k>bligations, 
with a saving, for the time, 
of in­ 
terest. 
'riiere would be no loss of the 
selling value of bonds to the holders 
and no permanent expansion of the 
currency, for as soon as 
money, 
ceasing 
to 
be 
hoarded, 
became 
normally abundant again, borrow­ 
ing rates would fall, the price of 
bonds would raise, and it would be 
to the interest of the holders of the 
deposited bonds to reclaim them and 
return 
again 
to 
the treasury the 
money issued on them.”

According to his story his nam e is 
L ester Low m an, and he was born 
sixty years ago in Chemung county, 
New York . 
He was a “ 49 er” and 
m ade a fortune in the gold fields of 
California, both by prospecting and by 
the sale of a pick w hich he invented 
and made. 
He m arried a d aughter of 
the late Ira T. Ludlum , once surveyor 
of the port of New York . 
He had a 
factory in N ew ark , N. J., w here he 
m ade his patent pick s. 
Mr. Low m an 
and his wife w ent to F3urope, and he 
le ft her there and returned to the 
U nited States. 
He says he bought 
the battlefield of Bull Run, 640 acres, 
as a speculation, hoping tha t the gov­ 
ernm ent w ould w ant it for a national 
park . 
He alleges tha t his wife squan­ 
dered his fortune in Europe, and tha t 
his sister-in-law m isappropriated $14, 
000 w’orth of diam onds w hich he in­ 
truste d to her. 
He em ployea Addison Ely of R uther­ 
ford, N. J., to look after his interests, 
and one day w'hen he w ent to Justice 
H ow ard’s office to consult Air. Ely, the 
justice, he alleges, pushed him w ith 
BU<ffi violence tha t he fell, injuring his 
back so severely tha t he w'as com­ 
pelled to spend some tim e in hospitals 
a t H ack ensack and Paterson. 
Low m an said tha t he had thought of 
enlisting w hen the w ar brok e out, b ut 
had prayed for guidance, and had re­ 
ceived a divine answ er tha t he should 
not do it. 
He w as drafted later, b ut 
sent a sub stitute.
